1. Claims 12-16,18-25,29,31,37,43,44,47,53,54,59-62 have been cancled. 

2. Claims 1-1 1,17,26-28,30,32-36,38-42,45,46,48-52,55-58 are pending. Drawings filed 
accepted.

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5. The inventions listed as Groups I - VIII do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCX Rule 13.1 because, imder PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The compounds defined in the claims lack a significant structural element qualifying as the 
special technical feature that defines a contribution over the prior art. The compounds claimed 
contain a tricyclic ring system with shared ring nitrogen or a pentacylcicring with shared ring 
nitrogen which does not define a contribution over the prior art. The substituents on the structure 
vary extensively and when taken as a whole result in vastly different compoimds. Accordingly, 
unity of invention is considered to be lacking and restriction of the invention in accordance with 
the rules of unity of invention is considered to be proper. 

Additionally, the vastness of the claimed subject matter and the complications in understanding 
the claimed subject matter imposes a burden on any examination of the claimed subject matter.
